Tho roof, which is flnt, or ncnrly so, on the 
exterior surface is coated with asphalt, nud 
hoiug barricaded with light iron pnlisndiug, 
mnlios nu niring ground,or n drying ground, 
or oven a garden, according to Iho tnsles 
nnd requirements of Iho owner. Tho smoke 
from tho chimneys is collected nnd drnwn 
nwny to n central shaft, so that the nir is 
kept clenr of soot dust, nud n clear blue 
sky overhead is obscured only by tho cur- 
tain of cloud which nature, in hor grand 
designing, sees it wise sometimes to im. 
pose.—[Good Words.

paired since Hnwthorno's lilithodalo l!o- 
inanco.
